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(J) CONFIDENTIAL INFORMANTS. — - The Bureau in its national defense 
program and other activities realizes the vital necessity for es- 
tablishing and maintaining thoroughly reliable and trustworthy mediums 
through which an expeditious and continuous flow of information con- 
cerning persons and organizations whose activities are inimical to 
the national defense will be available to the Bureau. 





This Bulletin has as its; purpose the cl arifi cation of 
any confusion that might exist in connection with' this essential 
phase of the Bureau's work, and the instructions-contained herein 
supersede all previous instructions which have been issued on 
this subject matter, with the exception of Section 8 of the Manual 
of Rules and Regulations, which pertains, to "Sources of Information, 
Confidential Informants , and Contacts. "

For further purposes of clarification, the following 
definitions are set forth, and hereafter the three types of confi- 
dential informants will be referred to as Set forth in the preceding 
paragaph:- 1

CONFIDENTIAL GENERAL. INVESTIGATIVE INFORMANTS will be 
construed to mean, those (individuals; who because of previous or 
present criminal activities or affiliations are in a position 
to furnish reliable information to the Bureau concerning criminals 
or any persons or organizations who have been, are, or anticipate 
violating general criminal statutes over which the Bureau has 
investigative jurisdiction, such as the National Motor Vehicle 
Theft Act, the White Slave Traffic Act, the Bank Robbery, Kid- 
naping, Impersonation, and Extortion Statutes, etc.

CONFIDENTIAL NATIONAL DEFENSE. INFORMANTS will be con- 
st rued' to mean those individuals who because of previous or present 
affiliations or associations are in a position to furnish reliable 
information, to the Bureau concerning any persons or organizations 
engaging in activities inimical to the national: defense, such as 
information, concerning sabotage, espionage, Neutrality Act viola- 
tions, Selective Service violations, and all subversive activities 
including information concerning Communism, Nazism, Fascism, or 
er so-called anti-American "isms." 





CONFIDENTIAL PLANT INFORMANTS will be construed to mean 
those Individuals who because of previous or present affiliations^ 
associations and their location in industrial facilities-; are 


U'ZsPn - 
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in a position to furnish reliable information to the Bureau con- 
cerning any persons or organizations engaging in activities inimical 
to the national defense, particularly in. regard to the individual 
plants appearing on the Bureau's plant survey priority list, 
such as information concerning Communism, Nazism, Fascism, etc., 
and particularly concerning sabotage and espionage ini the industrial 
plants appearing on the Bureau's priority list. 

In view of the fact that the Bureau is charged with the 
responsibility of investigating violations of, espionage, sabotage, 
and other violations affecting the national defense, too much 
emphasis cannot be placed upon the extreme necessity of establishing 
and maintaining, immediately, without any delay, reliable informants 
who will be in a position to inform the Bureau of any activities 
in which it is; interested. The responsibility of investigating 
general violations of Federal Statutes over which this Bureau 
has investigative jurisdiction and national defense matters is 
definitely placed with each Special Agent in Charge, and it is his 
duty to be informed currently and immediately of all activities re- 
garding violations over which the Bureau has investigative jurisdiction 

Because of the peculiar nature of the Bureau's activities in 
regard to national defense matters, no CONFIDENTIAL NATIONAL DEFENSE 
INFORMANT or CONFIDENTIAL PLANT INFORMANT shall be established and 
maintained by any field office if such person or persons have been 
convicted of a felony. 


In the event there is any individual who is presently 
carried in a field office as a CONFIDENTIAL PLANT INFORMANT or a 
CONFIDENTIAL NATIONAL DEFENSE INFORMANT who has been convicted of a 
felony, the Bureau should be advised immediately and this individual 
should be removed as a CONFIDENTIAL NATIONAL DEFENSE INFORMANT or a 
CONFIDENTIAL PLANT INFORMANT in that office. However, these instruc- 
tions should not be construed to discourage the receipt of information 
regarding national defense matters from any individual, regardless of 
whether he has been convicted of a felony or not, who voluntarily 
offers such information to the Bureau. However, if such ■ inf ormation 
is received by the field office and transmitted to the Bureau, the 
Bureau should be advised of the identity of the individual who volun- 
tarily offered such information, and a general statement should be 
set out as to his character, reputation, reliability, and whether or 
not he has previously been convicted of a felony, in order that the 
Bureau might evaluate the information and be on notice as to the in- 
dividual's character, reliability, and background.

ESTABLISHING RELIABILITY. AND REPUTATION OF CONFI- 
DENTIAL NATIONAL DEFENSE INFORMANTS AND CONFIDENTIAL 
PLANT. INFORMANTS 


Before; an. individual is designated and carried as a regular 
confidential informant, in the; field, office, appropriate/ discreet 
inquiries should bemade in. order to secure information concerning 
his background, patriotism, reliability', integrity, and general 
reputation, in the community.; Information; including data concerning 
personal history, past, and present, business connections,- character, - 
reputation,; loyalty, trustworthin'ess", and, any possible criminal 


¥ 
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record, should be submitted to the Bureau, together with the in- 
dividual's full name - first name, middle name, and surname -- 
together with the date and place of birth and the field office symbol 
number assigned to the. individual, the latter information being 
desired by the Bureau in order that an accurate search may be made 
through the records of the Bureau concerning the individual. The 
above described information regarding such individuals should be sub- 
mitted to the Bureau only in letter form. It should be definitely 
borne in mind that the full responsibility in the establishing of 
the fact whether an individual possesses a criminal record rests with 
the field. 


If there are any individuals presently carried by a field 
office as CONFIDENTIAL NATIONAL DEFENSE INFORMANTS or CONFIDENTIAL 
PLANT INFORMANTS who have not been appropriately investigated in 
line with the above instructions, and although their names have been 
submitted to the Bureau previously, appropriate inquiries should be 
made concerning them and the information should be submitted to the 
Bureau at once under confidential cover. Special concerted efforts 
should be made immediately so that the information mentioned above con- 
cerning each CONFIDENTIAL NATIONAL DEFENSE INFORMANT and CONFIDENTIAL 
PLANT INFORMANT carried in each field office will be transmitted to 
the Bureau immediately. 


The above instructions regarding the investigation, selection, 
and submission of information to the Bureau concerning CONFIDENTIAL 
NATIONAL DEFENSE INFORMANTS and CONFIDENTIAL PLANT INFORMANTS does 
not apply to CONFIDENTIAL GENERAL INVESTIGATIVE INFORMANTS. 

In view of the fact that the Bureau does not have jurisdiction 
over the investigation of intelligence matters on Army and Navy 
reservations, establishments, etc., it is not desired that CONFIDENTIAL' 
NATIONAL DEFENSE INFORMANTS or CONFIDENTIAL PLANT INFORMANTS be-estab- 
lished among Army or Navy personnel or in Army and Navy reservations, 
establishments, etc., unless the field office is specifically in- 
structed to develop such informants in such establishments by the 
Bureau. The instructions contained in this paragraph do not apply 
to CONFIDENTIAL GENERAL INVESTIGATIVE INFORMANTS. 

FIELD OFFICE ADMINISTRATION 


That portion of Section 8 of the Manual of Rules and Regula- 
tions which pertains to "Sources of Information, Confidential Informants, 
and Contacts" shall remain unchanged but shall not apply to CONFIDENTIAL 
NATIONAL DEFENSE INFORMANTS and CONFIDENTIAL PLANT INFORMANTS. 


In addition to the file mentioned in Section 8 of .the Manual 
Rules and Regulations, there shall be maintained in each field office 
a separate 3/5 card index file for CONFIDENTIAL PLANT INFORMANTS and \ 
separate 3/5 card index file for CONFIDENTIAL NATIONAL DEFENSE INFORM 
ANTS. The file pertaining to CONFIDENTIAL PLANT INFORMANTS should taSr 
arranged alphabetically by state and alphabetically by plant behind^ 
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each state, with the cards for each plant informant Being 
Betically Behind the card denoting the name of each plant 

The file pertaining to CONFIDENTIAL NATIONAL DEFENSE INFORMANTS 
should Be indexed as to the types of information which they are capable 
of furnishing the Bureau. 

These files should Be maintained in a confidential manner, and 
care should Be exercised so that the identity of the informants will 
not Be disclosed to persons outside the Bureau. The files pertaining 
to CONFIDENTIAL NATIONAL DEFENSE INFORMANTS and CONFIDENTIAL PLANT 
INFORMANTS should, however, Be available to Special Agents, But should 
Be locked when they are not in use. It is realized that with the 
large number of informants presently Being developed in connection with 
national defense matters, it will Be physically impossible for all of 
the index cards to Be maintained in the exclusive possession and under 
the direct supervision of the Special Agent in Charge, these files 
may Be maintained in drawers of the regular card index cabinet. 



In the event there are any CONFIDENTIAL NATIONAL DEFENSE IN- 
FORMANTS or CONFIDENTIAL PLANT INFORMANTS who should Be contacted 
exclusively By a specified Agent of the field office, the card 
pertaining to such informants should Be kept in the exclusive pos- 
session and under the personal supervision of the Special Agent, in 
Charge. In such cases, however, a reference card should Be placed 
in the general card index file as to the location of the informants 
and the type of information which they might Be able to furnish, 
without disclosing their identity, in such a way that the Special 
Agent who might Be desirous of using such informants might Be placed 
on notice that such cards are under the exclusive personal super- 
vision of the Special Agent in Charge. 

The index cards, as in the past, should contain the names 
and addresses of the individuals, organizations and concerns with 
which they are connected, and an indication of the particular type 
of information which might Be expected. In addition to this in- 
formation, the cards should also indicate whether the informant is 
paid, and if so, the date when payment was first authorized, the 
amount of compensation, and whether payment is on a regular or 
intermittent Basis. If the informant has in the past Been designated 
By symbol, that symbol should also appear on the card. 


If for any reason the services of an informant are discon- 
tinued, the card should remain in the appropriate file and a 
notation should appear on the card to the effect that the services 
of the informant have 'been discontinued as of a certain date. This 
procedure is necessary so that informants referred to By symbols 
in reports may Be subsequently identified even though their ser- 
vices have Been discontinued By the field office. When the services 
of an informant have been discontinued, the Bureau should Be im- 
mediately notified so that a similar notation may Be made on the 
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index card which is maintained in the Bureau. When a symbol number 
is assigned to a particular informant, and the services of that 
informant are later discontinued, the symbol number should not be 
used again, but should be considered a dead number. 

In order to facilitate the work of the Special Agents in the 
field offices, a cross-reference 3/5 card index file should be 
maintained of symbol numbers assigned to confidential informants, 
which cards should bo maintained in a separate drawer and should be 
arranged numerically as to the symbol number assigned to the informant. 
This will assist the Special Agents in identifying confidential in- 
formants who are referred to in reports and other serials by symbol 
number only. 

When any correspondence is addressed to the Bureau concern- 
ing informants, it should clearly designate whether the communication 
is in reference to CONFIDENTIAL GENERAL INVESTIGATIVE INFORMANTS, 
CONFIDENTIAL NATIONAL DEFENSE INFORMANTS, or CONFIDENTIAL PLANT IN- 
FORMANTS, and information concerning only one of the three types of 
informant should be contained in any one communication. In other 
words, one communication to the Bureau should not set forth informa- 
tion. concerning both CONFIDENTIAL NATIONAL DEFENSE INFORMANTS and 
PLANT INFORMANTS, etc. 

REPORTS AND CORRESPONDENCE CONTAINING INFORMATION 
FURNISHED BY INFORMANTS 

In the past, certain field offices have followed the practice 
of merely forwarding to the Bureau information or reports furnished 
by confidential informants without indicating what action. is contem- 
plated by the field in connection therewith, and in some cases have 
not retained a copy of the reports of the confidential informants. 

In the future, cover letters transmitting such information should 
specifically indicate what action is contemplated by the field office 
relative to each item contained therein. If informants furnish re- 
ports concerning violations and individuals, which information is not. 
related, these should be transmitted to the Bureau by separate cover 
letters, so that the information may be appropriately handled ‘in the 
Files Section of the Bureau. 

All communications addressed to the Bureau concerning confi- 
dential informants should be transmitted under confidential cover. 

The identity of confidential informants who have furnished information 
to the field office, which information is included in reports which 
will be transmitted to agencies outside the Bureau, should not be 
revealed in the reports, but reference should be made to the inform- 
ants by means of the field office symbols assigned to them. The , i 
Bureau will have been advised previously of these symbols if the ji 
individuals are carried as regular CONFIDENTIAL GENERAL INVESTIGATIVg?^ 
INFORMANTS, CONFIDENTIAL NATIONAL DEFENSE INFORMANTS, or CONFIDENTIAL^ 
PLANT INFORMANTS, and the Bureau will be in a position to quickly 
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ascertain froa its records the identities of the individuals who 
furnished the information. 

In the case of information ’furnished the field office by an 
individual who is not carried as a regular CONFIDENTIAL GENERAL IN- 
VESTIGATIVE INFORMANT, CONFIDENTIAL NATIONAL DEFENSE INFORMANT, or 
CONFIDENTIAL PLANT INFORMANT, and whose identity should not be made 
known to persons outside the Bureau, the identity of such individual 
should not be disclosed in reports which will be transmitted to 
agencies outside the Bureau. In such cases, it will bo necessary 
for the individual to be given a temporary symbol, and the first 
letter of this symbol should be the letter "T." The Bureau of course 
in these cases must be advised by a separate communication marked 
"Confidential, " reflecting the identity of such individuals referred 
to in reports. 

DEVELOPMENT OF CONFIDENTIAL PLANT INFORMANTS 

CONFIDENTIAL PLANT INFORMANTS shall not be developed through 
contact with the plant managements. All CONFIDENTIAL PLANT INFORM- 
ANTS in the future shall be developed without the knowledge of' 
such officials and through direct contacts with the prospective in- 
formants by the Agents of the field offices. It is only necessary 
to develop CONFIDENTIAL PLANT INFORMANTS in those plants which appear 
on the Bureau's plant survey priority list, and the development of 
a necessary number of informants in any given plant should not be 
delayed awaiting the actual survey of the facility. This instruction, 
however, should not be construed to discourage the development of 
CONFIDENTIAL NATIONAL DEFENSE INFORMANTS in plants and in other estab- 
lishments not listed on the Bureau's plant survey priority list. 

In order that the Bureau's records regarding CONFIDENTIAL 
PLANT INFORMANTS might be kept in a current status, the field of- 
fice should transmit to the Bureau immediately the complete back- 
ground information required as hereinbefore stated .concerning the 
prospective informant after he has been interviewed and has agreed 
to cooperate with the field office. This information should not 
be withheld by the field office until like information has been 
developed concerning each and every CONFIDENTIAL PLANT INFORMANT 
in the field office district. 

CONFIDENTIAL PLANT INFORMANTS should be specifically 'advised 
that the Bureau is not interested in employer-employee relationships, 
and they should be informed that the Bureau is desirous of securing^ 
information concerning possible espionage or sabotage, or any 
information which would indicate a violation of Federal Statutes 
within the Bureau's investigative jurisdiction, or which would be of 
interest to the Bureau in connection with the safeguarding of the 
internal security of the United States. A .record should be made in 
each field office reflecting that each CONFIDENTIAL PLANT INFORMANT ^ 
developed has been so specifically advised. The Bureau wishes that 
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this natter be clearly pointed out to the prospective CONFIDENTIAL 
PLANT INFORMANTS so that there will be no Misunderstanding regarding 
the Bureau's position in regard to this matter. 

DISTINGUISHING BETWEEN CONFIDENTIAL INFORMANTS AND 
SOURCES OF INFORMATION 


A. AMERICAN LEGION CONTACTS 

Individuals contacted in connection with the Bureau's American 
Legion program are purely sources of information, and they should not 
be referred to as confidential informants or given symbols as such 
until they have assumed the full status of a confidential informant 
of one or more of the three classifications mentioned hereinbefore, 
and are reporting regularly to your office concerning matters which 
pertain to the national defense generally or are of interest to 
your office in connection with criminal investigations. It is pos- 
sible of course that certain of the individuals interviewed in 
connection with that program may later be developed to the point 
where they may be considered as confidential informants in One or 
more of the three aforementioned classifications. In the event they 
are developed to the point where they could logically be termed 
CONFIDENTIAL GENERAL -INVESTIGATIVE INFORMANTS or CONFIDENTIAL 
NATIONAL DEFENSE INFORMANTS or CONFIDENTIAL PLANT INFORMANTS, v the 
Bureau should be furnished the complete background information 
required for such confidential informants, together with appropriate 
symbols, in order that these individuals may be identified by the 
Bureau in future communications. 


It is not believed, however, that all of the individuals 
so contacted in connection with the American Legion program can he 
considered as confidential informants, and extreme care should be 
exercised in order that they shall not be classified as confidential 
informants until they have been established as such. 


Each field office shall maintain a 3/5 card index file con-; 
taining the names of individuals contacted in connection with the 
Bureau's American Legion program, and these cards should be maintained 
in a separate and distinct drawer irt Order to preclude confusion. 
American Legion contacts should not be given permanent symbols. 


B. SOURCES OF INFORMATION DEVELOPED IN PLANTS ON PRIORITY LIST 


In addition to the CONFIDENTIAL PLANT INFORMANTS who will 
include laborers and others who are working in the assembly lines, 
machine shops, and other productive areas of the plant, it is also 
deemed urgent that sources of information consisting of officials 
and other persons serving in supervisory or administrative capacities 
at the plants, be developed so that they may assist in advising th< 
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Bureau of a riy evidences of violations of the National Defense Statutes. 
However, the distinction between the CONFIDENTIAL PLANT INFORMANTS 
and sources of information in plants should continually be borne in 
mind, and individuals such as presidents, vice presidents, secre- 
taries and treasurers of plants, plant protection officials, and 
others who are not desirous of their identity being kept in confi-: 
dencewhen reporting information to the Bureau, should be con-: 
sidered only as sources of information, and should not under any 
circumstances be listed as CONFIDENTIAL PLANT INFORMANTS. The 
identity of such individuals falling into the category of sources 
of information in plants should not be transmitted to the Bureau 
except when the field office; reports information furnished by 
such sources of information, and it is not necessary that the 
background information, including data concerning character, repu- 
tation, integrity, and criminal records be submitted to the' Bureau 
as is required in the case of CONFIDENTIAL PLANT INFORMANTS and 
CONFIDENTIAL NATIONAL DEFENSE INFORMANTS, as the Bureau does not 
desire to maintain records at the Seat of Government concerning 
the identity of the various sources of information developed ‘in. the 
field. 

C. SOURCES OF' NATIONAL DEFENSE INFORMATION OTHER THAN SOURCES 
OF INFORMATION DEVELOPED IN PLANTS 

Here again, as explained in the preceding subsection, a 
definite distinction should be made between sources of information 
in national defense matters and CONFIDENTIAL. NATIONAL DEFENSE IN- 
FORMANTS, and as related before, it is not necessary for the identity 
of such national defense sources of information to be furnished to 
the Bureau; nor is it necessary for background information, in-: 
eluding character, reputation, integrity, and criminal records to 
be furnished to the Bureau. For your assistance in distinguishing 
between CONFIDENTIAL NATIONAL DEFENSE INFORMANTS and National defense 
sources of information, it might be well to point out that a member 
of the Communist Party who is furnishing information regarding the 
activities of the Communist Party and who does not desire under any 
c ire vims tances that his identity or relation with the Bureau be 
generally known, should be considered as a CONFIDENTIAL NATIONAL DE-; 
FENSB INFORMANT, whereas on the other hand a president of a local 
bank; who in the course of his usual business receives information 
regarding the Communist Party, but who does not desire that his 
identity be concealed and who does not care whether any person 
knows that he furnished information to the Bureau, should be 
considered as a source of information. 


In the event representatives of the Office of Naval Intel- 
ligence. or Military Intelligence Division in the. various field, 
office districts should request information concerning the totaL.^ 
number of confidential plant informants maintained by the Bure^QO ■< 
in industrial facilities appearing on the Bureau's priority lisVj 
this information should be furnished to those agencies. However, 
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the identities of the CONFIDENTIAL PLANT INFORMANTS should 
no circumstances be disclosed to those agencies without prior Bureau 
authority. 


In order that the Bureau might benefit to the fullest ex- 
tent by the establishment of CONFIDENTIAL PLANT INFORMANTS and CON- 
FIDENTIAL NATIONAL DEFENSE INFORMANTS, each field office should take 
the necessary steps to maintain proper contact with such informants 
in order to maintain the interest of the informant in his capacity 
as a Bureau informant, and in order to develop such individuals, into 
better mediums of information. 

The Special Agents in Charge will be held responsible for 
the; proper maintenance of contact with CONFIDENTIAL PLANT INFORMANTS 
and CONFIDENTIAL NATIONAL DEFENSE INFORMANTS. 

DEVELOPMENT OF CONFIDENTIAL INFORMANTS 

It is of course impossible to establish any given set of 
rules; or fixed methods of procedure in the development of confidential 
informants. It is believed that the success of this important work 
will depend entirely upon the inititative of the individual Agents 
and Special Agents, in Charge. 

It is important and absolutely necessary that Agents main-: 
tain, frequent contact with their confidential informants. This is 
necessary not only to establish in those individuals complete 
confidence in the Agent ‘but also to impress upon the individuals 
the; importance of furnishing information to the Agent. Each Agent 
in his daily contacts and interviews should bear in mind that every 
individual he interviews is a potential informant. If he contacts 
that individual on more than one occasion and receives valuable in- 
formation, in other words if he assures himself that the individual 
is "able to produce," he should make appropriate inquiry concerning 
the individual's background and reputation and if thereafter deemed 
advisable, he should contact that individual relative to furnishing 
information on a regular basis to that Agent or other Agents of the 
office. 



Each individual interviewed in this connection Should be. 
assured that any information furnished by him will be maintained in 
strictest confidence and will be used only for official purposes in 
connection with the Bureau's work. He should also be assured that 
his identity as a confidential informant will be closely guarded by 
the Bureau. Particularly in connection with National Defense matters 
it should be a comparatively easy matter to convince individuals , 
that they should cooperate with the Bureau by' appealing to their ^ 
patriotism and sense of loyalty to the Government. oJj'V 

In order to secure first hand information concerning various 
subversive movements which may affect the Internal Security of the 


'* rx. 
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United States, it is necessary that informants he developed 
the membership of those groups. There are always those individuals 
who, because of mercenary reasons, grudges against; the groups, or 
because of their patriotism and loyalty to the Government, will be 
willing to keep Agents advised of the groups' activities and plans 
for future activity. 




Care should be exercised in the development of this par- 
ticular type of informant and no information should be divulged 
concerning any of the Bureau's projects or confidential undertak- 
ings. Informants of this type should not be approached until 
careful discreet inquiry has been made concerning their general 
background and reputation. In other words, it Should be definitely 
ascertained that these individuals are no longer loyal to the group 
with which they are. affiliated and that they have some definite 
reason for cooperating with the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 


If it is found necessary to reimburse certain informants, for 
their expenses or services, and it is believed that the information 
furnished by these informants is of sufficient value to warrant regu- 
lar payments, you are authorized to expend an amount not to exceed 
$10 per month or $2.50 per week without prior Bureau authority. In 
every instance where payments exceed this amount, prior. Bureau 
i authority must be obtained. Complete background information should 
\ be Submitted to the Bureau with a definite recommendation by the Special 
' Agent in Charge, as. to the desirability of employing any informant who is 
to receive; more than $10 per month. 


It is the definite responsibility of each Special Agent, in 
Charge; to closely supervise the activities of all informants under 
his supervision. When payments are authorized by the Bureau, the 
Special Agent in Charge should definitely assure himself that full value 
is being received.; 

If at any time it appears that the information produced by 
the informant is not commensurate with the payments being made to him, 
the payments should be immediately discontinued or adjusted accordingly 
and the Bureau should be promptly advised. Each informant should dis- 
tinctly understand that he is not to represent himself as having any 
connection with the Bureau, and further that any information obtained 
by him should be secured through his own initiative. 


It should also be impressed upon all informants that they 
should furnish information exclusively to the Federal Bureau of inves- 
tigation. They should understand that the information obtained by 
them is of a confidential nature, and therefore Should be furnished ,, 

only to the Governmental agency which has been authorized by the Presi-\ 
dent to accept this type of information. 

It is important for each field office to have approprj^b^ 
coverage in each industrial plant which appears on the priority 
lists which have been furnished to the Bureau by the Army and Navy 
and in addition to these CONFIDENTIAL PLANT INFORMANTS every field 
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office should exert every possible effort to develop reliable ' 
individuals who are in a position to report information concerning 
possible sabotage or espionage attempts, delay in ship movements, 
ship fires, and activities on the part of various nationalistic 
groups. 


It is also important that contacts be established to secure 
information concerning the travel and destination of foreign agents 
and possible couriers to and from the United States as well as 
within the continental limits of the United States.. Arrangements 
should also be made to receive advice concerning unusual shipments 
to and from foreign countries, as well as unusual mail or baggage 
arriving or leaving the United States. Those offices located on the 
East or West Coasts should establish selected informants within 
seamen's groups; shipping company employees; shipping company of- 
ficers and management; stokers and firemen; longshoremen; dock and 
wharf workers; draymen; transfer, freight, and taxi drivers; radio 
operators on ship and shore; Scaling company employees; and wi^h ) 
Maritime Commission, commerce and other inspection services.' 

In connection with air travel, you should develop contacts 
to keep your office advised of foreign travel, both incoming and 
outgoing. All ships entering and leaving the United States should 
be covered. German, Japanese, Italian and Russian passengers should 
be ascertained from passenger lists and a report made as to their 
destinations, hotel addresses, passports and visas, and baggage. 

When such passengers are aliens, the Bureau should be advised by 
teletype of pertinent facts if they are departing from the United 
States. If they are entering the United States, the Bureau, and the 
field office of destination should be advised by teletype, including 
any recommended action, '{jfc/ltjt} 

Arrangements should also be made so that the taking of photo- 
graphs of locations possibly connected with the National Defense, and 
other suspicious actions by foreigners and other individuals, will be 
reported to the field office.

It. should, also be borne in mind that the quality and type 
of informant developed is far more important, than the quantity.; Em-: 
phasis must be placed on. the development of , informants who. can. furnish 
reliable, and accurate information.; 


Another suggestion, which appears to possess considerable merit 
is that there be recorded in each field division, as sources of in-: 
formation friends or associates , of Special Agents, who because of 
the nature of their employment, might, be in a position, to furnish 
valuable information, in. the. present, emergency.; For example, persons 
associated with or employed in. the banking business, the brokerage 
business,- and in Other types of business having a. general contact, with, 
the public, might, well ■be informed by' Special Agents who are related 
to Or associated with, them of the types; of information. which the 
Bureau is desirous of securing; at. this time. 

The; Bureau has recently furnished, each field, office with,; 

(1) "List -of Important. Plants having Contracts .with the British 
Purchasing Commission," and (2) a list; of "Civilian. Constructed and 
Operated Plants." It is desired, that these two lists be considered 
by you as a part, of the Bureau's priority' list, in so far as the develop 
ment. of CONFIDENTIAL PLANT. INFORMANTS is concerned, and the instruc- 
tions contained hereinbefore -apply equally' to; these two lists.;

In' response - to your memorandum < of June 26, 1941,- 1 
an furnishing the following reflections and- observations applic- 
able to the development of -confidential informants., 

-The impressions 1 have gained* from .fifteen years 1 
experience in the ^Bureau's work, is that a very -poor way to , 
develop confidential -informants is ;to - conduct * any Intensive drive 
.-for that ^purpose. It has also been my experience, that 'for • 
confidential informants to be of value, they, should be culti- 
vated' for a period of hime and should be very well known before 
it is determined whether or not they are of * any value . Tt 
is also my belief that* confidential informants -of the type needed 
in the Bureau -work can only be 'developed by special agents with 
some background -of experience and.also with scce perlcd of. 
service in the district in which they are working. 

I have known of persons to be referredhs confi- 
dential informants by special agents who lack experience and 
who may have recently come into. a certain district office. First 
impressions of aninformant may have been good> and Mater this 
informant would prove to be . merely a chiseler and' onb in whom 
no confidence could 'be placed,,, and whoso efforts were valueless. 

I have had- some experience in various field offices where -an- 
informant would be developed by a new agent, or an agent recently 
transferred ho a district, and would-be paid sums of money J for 
his alleged services, who was well -known to the older agent as 
a fourflusher and chiseler, but whose services had been utilized 
for some time before the alleged informant was brought tothe 
attention of ; the‘ older agent. 

, i have always hesitated to allow my first 

impressions, of a person whoa I have 3ust met to control me 
in recommending -him as -a confidential Informant, because ‘these 
•first impressions may afterwards undergo a radical change with' 
acquaintance.

I believe that. any ‘person who is going to be 
depended upon to furnish. confidential information 'to the 
Bureau. should be checked and 'double checked, and. should be 
well' known for a period of tine before he is placed 1 on any list 
as a. dependable confidential informant . 

I have found that the confidential informant 
■who furnishes the most information of value is usually one who 
can only be, contacted rby some one agent with whom'he has formed 
an acquaintance • and in whom he has confidence. -The agent, in 
turn, knows and has confidence in this 'informant. Some of 
our most important criminal cases have been solved through 
the help-of confidential informants, and' this bears out the 
above statement. I have found. confidential informants ■ to be 
very reluctant to have any contact with more than one -special 
agent, . .and they resent being seen by agents who are strangers 
to then. This ‘theory is, borne out further in the practice 
of members of police departments, who each hav; their own 
individual inf ormants . , I do not believe the Bureau should 
discourage any special agent fron„ developing confidential 
informants who will only work for and develop Information for 
the one agent with whom they .are ^acquainted. X believe that 
„ any person who will furnish 'information to any agent or officer 
who contacts him should be considered as a. general source of 
information,, and -.that 'the term confidential -informant should 
be applied only <to»t hose who are willing to -work for and furnish 
information for not more than f one - or two special' agents . 

X do not .have friuch! confidence in. a .person who will 
freely and' openly discuss a. confidential 'matter with strangers, 
even though they might be special agents . -I i have a feeling 
about this -sort , of rperson that he. would - discuss the same /type 
of information -with any other stranger that would question . him 
about any given subject*. 

: Upon, going /into any new office or territory with 
which I am unfamiliar,, I -am hesitant to .recommend' any one as 
a confidential informant until I/have had* many contacts with 
him and X am 'completely satisfied that he is dependable. 


I believe in testing them out for a while before considering 
them in such. a c apacity. 

I believe that the work of developing confidential 
informants in each field office should be left largely to the 
experienced agents inthat office, and to such special agents 
who have worked In that territory for 'at least one year or 
nore. X believe that each field office now has in its confi- 
dential informant files the names of many persons developed 
by new agents, who are u£erly useless and are not dependable, 
and who should not be given the feeling that they are ;in any 
way associated with special, agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. I believe that the development of such persons 
has been, due “to, -the intensive drive that each office has put 
on, in vhich agents in charge have demanded that each agent 
attached to the office fhrnlsh some definite number of 
confidential informants prior l to a certain date. They have 
accumulated a good number of .names, -> but 'very few persons that 
I would consider to be confidential informants. 

To sun up ny reflections,.-! would state that 
I believe the Bureau should strive to have 'a constant 
-improvement -in quality of confidential informants, rather 
'than quantity. ,

MEMORANDUM FOR THE SPECIAL AGENT IN CHARGE 

Re: CONFIDENTIAL INFORMANTS 


With reference to your memorandum of June 26, 

1941, I am submitting the following observations relative to' 
the development of confidential informants: 

At the outset, it appears to me that most Agents 
recently in the service, but more particularly Agents who have 
been in the service for many years, are talcing the attitude 
that the offices are not at the present time developing" 1 confi- 
dential informants of any real value. In this connection it is 
the writer 1 s observation that the services of confidential in- 
formants at present are entirely different from those used in 
general criminal investigative work in past years and that al- 
though the term"confidential informant" may be a misnomer in/ 
some instances that it should be impressed on Agents throughout 
the field that these persons are invaluable, and though not con- 
fidential informants in the sense used a -few years ago, must be 
developed with complete information regarding them in order that 
the Bureau may know with whom various offices are dealing. 

At the regular weekly conference of nesiy-appointed 
Agents, the writer, with your authorization, scheduled a supposi- 
titious interview of a person coming to the office to offer his 
services to the Bureau. It appeared that this might present 
workable suggestions and observations. It might be noted that 
during this interview, the A gent meeting the person offering his 
services had a tendency to "jump at him;" Immediately upon the 
individual's, offering his services, the Agent had a tendency to 
go into a theoretical. discussion of the usage of confidential 
informants by the office, outlining the ways in which this office 
might keep an individual's identity confidential; however, there 
was a complete failure to tell the would-be informant of the nature

of the inf ormation, desired by the Bureau. It .was also observed 
at this tine that the Agent endea vored to obtain personal 1 
history data by direct questioning and in such a Banner as to 
suggest to the informant that he was being made the subject of 
an investigation.^ 

It is the -writer's belief that during the first 
interview with a person. coming to the office to offer his ser- 
vices, whether he appears in the office, to enter .an application 
and is found .unqualified, but useful as an informant, or if he 
is in private business and wants to furnish information to the 
office as a result of his business connections, he certainly 
should not at that time be led to believe that, he is to be made 
the subject of any inquiry/ what s oever . Any questions directed 
toward his personal history, with a view to determining his value 
as. an informant, should be designed to point out to him the man- 
ner in which his work and contacts may result in material of 
value to the Bureau. In other words, personal data should be 
brought out during the course of a general conversation r ather 
than by direct questions. Although he should be assured that 
his identity will not be disclosed at any tine, there does not 
appear to be any reason whatsoever in going into the manner in 
which this office and the Bureau keeps his identity concealed. 

The detective complex informant, who is interested 
in a number in place of his identity, might of course be given his 
number after his value is established. 

The most important one item in handling informants 
in the writer’s opinion is, at the very first opportunity that is 
presented, to clearly bring to the attention. of the informant that 
he will have no value if his identity becomes known to anyone 
whatsoever. It has been this Agent's practice, and it 3s believed 
it should be the general practice, to outline to every informant 
the provisions of the Impers onation Statute. In every instance 
it is made clear to him that not only will his value be impaired 
by anyone knowing that he is furnishing information to the Bureau, 
but that also, if he represents himself to have any official con- 
nection with the Bureau, every investigative effort will be di- 
rected with a view to his prosecution. 



During the course of the, first interview, an in- 
dividual' should be apprized of the type of information that the 
office desires. Subversive activities and the methods of subver- 
sive groups may ,be discussed ^generally. Matters he might observe 
in his business 1 or social life should be brought to his attention. 
This discussion should j not be on any high-sounding or technical 
line but should’ give the persons concrete and definite idea of 
how ho may be of assistance. 

Caution against conducting an investigation or 
in any way advising members of family, friends or otherwise of 
any association or connection with the Bureau should be repeated 
at ’every opportunity during the interview, and a half dozen or 
more times is not excessive in this Agent's opinion. 

I have been unable to see any objection to ad- 
vising a would-be informant at the very outset that he might be 
used on a paid basis if it Is clearly pointed out that he will 
only be paid for value received. It should be clearly indicated 
to him that he will only be paid on a salary basis after he has 
proven himself to be of definite worth. ' 

All" contacts with informants or would-be informants 
should of course bring out the fact that th^r, as well as repre- 
sentatives of the Bureau, are primarily interested in preserving 
and defending the United States. In most instances offer of 
payment should be avoided because the same amount of assistance 
can be obtained without the cash stipend. 

-In later contacts ‘with an Informant or would-be 
informant, further personal history data may either be developed 
from him by, direct -questioning or by general conversation, de- 
pending on -the maua's position and his personal characteristics 
as observed by the Agent, handling him. Naturally no definite 
rules can be suggested in handling these contacts. 

It is believed that as’nearly as possible the use 
of an informant -should be made available to the > entire office, 
but as a. practical matter it is observed*, that more success will 
be obtained* in all instances if one informant is limited to be- 
ing contacted *by no more -.thantwocr. three Agents who may make ( 
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the informant acquainted with other Agents upon transfer. It is 
not believed that any Informant, however close to the Bureau and 
to a particular office, should be "willy-nilly" approached by 
every Agent in. the division. 

It- has all too often occurred that an Agent is taken 
in by a person who is ionly anxious . to pick 'up a few dollars on 
the side. Every Agent who has been- in the. Bureau for any length 
of time has personally been taken in by one or more of these chisel- 
ers. It appears that it would be a good policy to never put out 
funds, with possible rare exceptions, until information has actual- 
ly been furnished, * and its accuracy die eked. Further, in. the hand- 
ling of informants it has -been observed -that some Agents, regard- 
less of an individual 1 s status in-t he community and known excel- 
lent character and reputation, follow the -policy of telling him 
nothing and giving him no incentive to continue his endeavors. 

It appears obvious to the 'writer that in a great many instances 
an informant can be told generally the outcome of matters on 
which he has acted as an informant in such a way that he will be 
given an, incentive toward further work but at the same time not 
be given any information which would in any way jeopardize the 
• Bureau's position. 

Some Agents might be led to divulge valuable informa- 
tion to the great embarrassment not only of themselves but the 
Bureau as well. Any fact imparted to an informant may later be 
coupled with his own fiction and made to sound plausible. 

i 

I advised all Agents at a recent conference of the 
position I would take, when acting as Special Agent in Charge in 
your absence, in regard to any Agent who divulged confidential ' 
information to unauthorized persons. I expressed the position 
that dismissal with prejudice would be recommended in such cases. 

The discussion particularly concerned the fact that persons of 
rather well-established Nazi sympathies have been to the office 
purporting to offer assistance, and particular emphasis was. there- 
fore placed on the topic. I expressed a similar attitude regard- 
ing excessive t alking in restaurats or public places concerning 
Bureau matters,, or in reading serials on streetcars, etc., where 
unauthorized persons would have an opportunity to obtain . confiden- 
tial information. The writer feels very strongly on these sub-

jjects and does not believe that too.nuch enphasis can be placed, 
upon then, particularly v.hen national defense itens are concerned.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE SPECIAL AGENT IN CHARGE: 


Reference is made to your - memorandum dated 
June 26, 1941, requesting that a memorandum be prepared 
concerning the « development of confidential informants. 

It is a well-known and recognized fact that 
confidential informants , are developed in one of three 
■ways, namely: 

1. Through friendship, acquaintanceship, or in. 
return for some favor granted in the past; 

2. By buying information; 

3. By having the confidential informant under 
obligation to you. 

I Confidential informants developed by the 

J friendship method are not developed overnight, but over 
I a long period of time. These informants, when properly 
i developed and contacted, can and will furnish information 
of value to an office. These individuals are the type 
which can be contacted in most instances by only one man 
in the office. They are not individuals who will divulge 
information to any and every one. Although their names 
are placed, as confidential informants in the office, 
they have to be contacted discreetly and not promiscuously 
by all agents. The type of information furnished by 
these informants is of much value and to obtain this 
information, they must be handled carefully. 

The second type of confidential informant 
can be obtained by any one in the office, due to the 
fact that they furnish information strictly for pecuni- 
ary gain. These people can be approached by almost any 
agent in the office at any time and information gained. 
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MEMORANDUM FOR THE SPECIAL - AGENT IN CHARGE: 


The third. type of confidential informant is 
the type generally used by the police department, due to 
the fact that he has violated some minor ordnance or law, 
and they hold this over his head, somewhat like a whip 
to make him produce information they desire. This method 
is not used by Bureau employees, and the only time that 
confidential informants can be developed by a special agent 
along that line is to place them under imaginary obligation. 

It is the opinion of the writer that mass drives 
to obtain confidential informants are of little value, 
because the quality of the confidential informants obtained 
are of practically no value. In the opinion of the writer, 
it is better to develop confidential informants for 
quality and not quantity. At the present time, due to 
the National Defense Program now in progress, an agent may 
be able to develop confidential informants through 
patriotism and loyalty to the Government, but this requires 
a great deal of investigation concerning the prospective 
informant's personal history, his position in the comuni ty, 
and whether or not he .will be in a position to furnish 
information of value.. 

The - line of demarcation ’between a National 
Defense Informant and* a National Defense . Source of Infor- 
mation is, narrow, and these people should be carried 
as sources- of information and not as informants until 
they have demonstrated' their ability to produce informa- 
tion of value and are willing to continue to work and pro- 
duce this information. It oft times, requires months of 
contacting and developing a. friendship to produce an 
informant , ot vAlue, and after he has become an informant 
for the office, many times it is impossible for any one 
to contact this man except the agent who, has developed 
the informant.

With reference to your letter of June 11, 1941, there is 
set out herein a summary of experiences, observations, and sugges- 
tions submitted to me by all the Special Agents of this office, in 
connection with the above captioned matter. Some of these sugges- 
tions apply particularly to the development of National Defense 
Informants, and are setout-at the end'of this Hotter. 


Establish the fact that the Informant is in a position 
to obtain the information desired by the Bureau, 
and such will not be merely guesswork on his part. 


Determine to your own satisfaction that he is 
willing to assist the Bureau and to cooperate by 
giving such information as comes to his attention. 


Thoroughly acquaint him with the information desired 
by the Bureau, and have no doubt in your mind that 
he'Understands what information is desired.

■> Arrange for a ready and simple transmission of the 
information to the Bureau. Do not set up a com- 
plicated system, but some manner which would be 
agreeable to both the Agent and the Informant. 


Have some knowledge of , the background of the In- 
formant. Get as much Information as possible from 
the person who originally recommends that he he 
contacted, so that an Intelligent interv iew can 


be conducted.

Establish cordial relations with the informant. 
Be. friendly and courteous toward him* Talk about 
subjects of mutual interest, and take a personal 
interest in him* 

Continue to maintain frequent, regular contact 
with the informant; don't contact him just once 
and forget about him. 

When it is believed a particular contact is of 
no value, eliminate his name from the lists of 
those to be contacted* No time should be wasted 
on those who cannot furnish information of value 
to the Bureau. 

•Don't accept as a fact every bit of information 
given to the Bureau by an Informant without 
making an effort to ascertain its true value* 

Always contact the informant when he is alone, 
if at all possible; contacting in the presence 
of others tends to have him withhold. some of 
the information. Consider the advisability of 
1 contacting him in the Bureau Field Office. 

This usually has a psychological effect on him, 
and. will probably tend to cause him to furnish 
more complete and accurate information. 

If a telephone contact is made, such as an ap- 
pointment, before a personal contact, be sure the 
; informant is not frightened by the fact that the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation wants to talk 
to him. 

Advise the Informant that it is not necessary for 
him to make a trained investigator's report, but 
that you merely want a story of the happenings 
with which he is familiar. In this connection, 
he« should be advised also that you, of course, 
want as many basic facts as possible. • 

When a potential Informant is interviewed, the 
interviewing Agent should submit a recommendation

as to his value, as he is in a better, position 
to know his prospective value than anyone else* 

Don't fail to make a record of the Informant in 
the office* 

.Don't fail to express. appreciation, in some 
manner, for his assistance* 


The following suggestions apply particularly, to Plant and 
general.' National . Defense Informants: 

Always remember this type of Informant is usually 
a good citizen* Impress upon' him the good he 
can do the country by furnishing such information 
to the Bureau., It is believed a,. better relation- 
ship can.be developed by referring to them in 
their presence as "Contacts" instead of "Informants." 

Impress them with, the importance and the magnitude 
of the task, the responsibility that is upon them, 
and the vAlue they can be to the Bureau in this 
work. 

Impress upon 'them the peculiar knowledge they have 
of the plants, places of employment of other 
sources of information, which knowledge is not 
possessediby the, agent* 

Be sure they are familiar with the policy of the 
Bureau*with reference to the labor situation, and 
employer-employee relations. 

Inform them of the confidential nature of the 
program, and how they should keep, it such; also, 
that any information furnished to this office 
will be kept in a confidential manner* 

Tell them they should always protect themselves 
in the plant, so as not to put the plant or them- 
selves in an embarrassing position. 
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Letter to the. Director .Re: 'CONFIDENTIAL INFORMANTS 

dated- July 21, 1941 


They 1 should fully understand they are not Agents 
of the Bureau, and they will not receive badges, 
credentials, etc., nor, can the Bureau assist , 
them in obtaining special privileges within the 
plant. 

Contact Informants previously interviewed for 
possible recommendations of other Informants in 
the plant. YJhen this is done,, don't rush the ' 
person- re cdmmending, but give him time to think 
over possible Informants, before submitting 
names to the Bureau. 

To obtain names of possible Informants in a plant 
where there are no Informants listed, -it, is sug- 
gested that the police officer on the beat, the 
pastor of the’ community church, the’ proprietor 
of a nearby eating- place, if he is known, those 
persons employed in the , plant who have made com:- , 
plaints to theoffice and, are listed in the indi- , 
ces of the office, be contacted; 

An employee in a lesser capacity in the Personnel 
Department of the plant should be considered for 
a source of information., 

Be sure the Informant understands that the ^Bureau 
desires to have all information, even those mat- 
ters which to him, appear to be most trivial. 
Request that he furnish the office with all such 
information, and let the office evaluate it; 
because although to him it might seem slight, 
and unimportant, to the office it, might be some 
important connecting link in an extensive 
investigation.

The Bureau policy at the present tine in connection with m„n.». 
development of Confidential National Defense Informants is that no Mr . r,« y , 

individual who -has been convicted of a felony can be considered as 
an Informant -in National Defense matters. The writer wishes to re- UI||C||<) 

spectfully present his views in connection with this policy for the 

purpose of consideration being given to the relaxation of this policy 
insofar as Confidential National Defense Informants^ .are concerned be- 
cause it is felt that the Bureau is working under a tremendous handi- 
cap and is unable to develop an adequate number of truly productive 
informants under the existing policy. 

The present policy was formulated -in view of the .peculiar 
nature of National Defense -matters and because of the fact the Bureau 
did not wish to be placed in . apposition of being unjustly criticized '** 
by Government officials when information furnished the Bureau by in- 
dividuals 'with criminal records is .forwarded to other Government agencies. 
This policy, of course, was formulated in order that no -embarrassment 
would be caused *to the Bureau when inf orooation was jfoi^warded to Govern-"’' 
aent agencies or officials and such, officials inquired as to , the babk- . 

' ground of the source of the probably very serious accusations made '.-h 
against persons or organizations in the data submitted by the inf or- 
mant. 

. In all types of activities without exception, in law en- 

forcement, it is an accepted fact that informants contribute tremen- 
dously to the success of the law enforcement activities, and it has 
been proven that individuals with a somewhat shady background, reputa- 
tion and character are core-productive and more valuable in the Investi- 
gation of crimes than individuals who enjoy an enviable standing and 
reputation in the community. .This is attributable in part to the fact 
that suqh Individuals have more of an incentive to furnish information, 
which 'ttiey alone are ,in a position to secure, because of fear of the law. 
In otherMwords, it -is -i^ard to imagine, except in possibly some very re- 
mote exceptional cases j'^here ministers, church deacons, bank presid ents, 
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school professors and the like could possibly be in a position to 
ever have brought to their attention any information regarding 
criminal natters which they could impart to law enforcement officials. 

On the other hand, individuals -with a criminal record' or who are en- 
gaged in unlawful activities have been found to be willing to serve 
as informants, inf orders, or by any other appellation in the furnish- 
ing of inforaation to law enforcement officials. This is undoubtedly 
possible because of the £act that such individuals in their unlawful 
activities cone in contact with other individuals engaged in unlaw- 
ful activities which unlawful activities in National Defense natters 
would include espionage, sabotage and subversive activities. For in- 
stance, it is believed -that the National Maritime Union and several 
other labor unions, have been Infiltrated by Conaunists and un-Ameri- 
can individuals and it is also believed that : they have In their em- 
ploy numerous individuals with prior police records. Confidential 
National Defense Informants of the Bureau who en*oy an enviable repu- 
tation in the community and honesty and high standard of living would 
never possibly be in a position to gather information concerning such 
individuals in the National Maritime Union or other such organizations 
regarding Communist influences.' It would only be possible for the 
Bureau to learn of such Communistic ’activities by securing informants 
within the National Maritime Union or other such organizations with such 
informants being among those who have, past criminal records, because 
such disreputable persons will be confided in and will be approached 
more readily by Communists and ^foreign agents than would bank execu- 
tives, ministers or even stevedores who have the -reputation of being 
lawabiding and patriotic. One of the -most- serious problems facing us 
today Is the infiltration of Communists and criminals into the labor 
groups. Strikes and slowdowns have occurred because of this. 7fe have 
evidence that Communists use as their tools in subversion the substratum 
of society. Criminals know what other criminals are doing. Therefore, 

It must be assumed the criminals are better able to get information 
concerning such ’subversion and sabotage. 

The^ objection that information, . .furnished by Individuals with 
prior felony convictions, would be furnished to 6ther Government agencies 
and that the Bureau would be embarrassed when it divulged the fact that 
such information was obtained 'from a felon could well be overcome by 
referring the information to : the other Government agencies or Government 
officials with the statement that this information has been obtained iron 
a- confidential source of the Bureau who has previously been convicted of 
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a -felony and with the warning that the information should be con- 
sidered in the light of' the individual's prior criminal activities. 

The Bureau is charged with the responsibility and- duty of 
investigating violations of the Espionage and Sabotage Statutes and 
also subversive activities^ and during the present .full emergency It 
is felt that the Bureau nust take the necessary steps in order "to cope 
with 'this responsibility and- duty. It Is believed that by the develop- 
ment and possible necessary payment: of remuneration to Individuals who 
belong \to -organizations, unions,, etc. who have previously been con- 
victed of felonies or who are now* engaged in criminal activities, wouljd* 
be of 'tremendous material assistance to the Bureau in fulfilling its 
responsibilities in the National Defense < program. Of course, the 
Bureau "would not accept the information furnished by individuals on 
their face -value as being accurate, but such information furnished 'by 
them -would be weighed and considered in the light of the previous .repu- 
tation and record of the individual. 'This could easily be accomplished 
by a notation on the 3x5 card maintained in the Chief Clerk's office 
on Confidential National Defense informants reflecting 'that the in-,, 
formant has a ;prior felony conviction. It is the writer 's opinion that 
if such individuals with .prior records could be developed as informants, 
that It would cause a decided increase in the influx of important -in- 
formation into -the Bureau regarding .National Defense investigations. 

As evidenced by the expression* of Special Agents Inservice 
classes recently, the Field is somewhat upset and in a quandary in 
regard '.to the ■ development of informants because of this Bureau policy, 
and, as evidenced by general remarks. It Is .-felt "that the Field upon 
learning that an Individual 'has previously been convicted of a felony, 
immediately discontinues* efforts to 'develop him as an informant of 
the Bureau because of this -ruling. 

In view of the writer's firmness In the opinion "that the 
"Bureau would -not be embarrassed by -the .proper handling of Confidential 
National Defense Informants by the Field as well as the seat of Govern- 
ment and that no embarrassment will be experienced by the Bureau,, and 
further in 'view of the -fact that under ‘the existing policy we have not 
established a. proper coverage* of productive informants, it is respectfully 
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requested that consideration be given to the granting of authority 
for the, Field ^to develop individuals, regardless of the fact -whether 
they 'have prior 'felony .convictions or not, as Confidential National 
Defense . Informants. 

If this recomendation is approved* by you, a letter to all 
Special Agents in Charge will 'be prepared Instructing that in all 
cases where the -name of -an individual is submitted as an Informant 
who has a criminal record, the symbol; "CR n mst precede his symbol* 

; number* designated for him in order that at all times -it will be. known 
that such informant. does possess a criminal record.’ It is believed 
that this action should be taken in order to insure that there will 
be no confusion. and to insure- that at all times all Special Agents 
and officialsof the Bureau will be cognizant of the fact that any 
information -submitted, is submitted by an individual who possesses 
a criminal .record.

.MEMORANDUM FOR THE DIRECTOR 


The National (Defense ‘Conference, at which were present 
Messrs. Tolson, E. A. Tam, T)ro 7 ton, :4,osen, Clegg,. Gurnea and 
Foxworth, considered the attached suggestion of Mr. Holloman to 
the effect that the Bureau change its ’policy with respect to the 
development of • confidential national defense -informants so as to 
utilize those informants of value who have criminal records. 

Realizing the possible embarrassment to the Bureau re- 
sulting from the use of confidential infomants with criminal 
records without indicating to the persons receiving the information 
the fact that the informant did have a criminal record,, it is 
recommended that in all cases where the name of an individual is 
submitted as an informant who has a criminal record, the symbol 
"CR® precede the symbol number designated for him, in order that 
it will be immediately apparent that the informant possesses a 
criminal record. On all information developed from such confidential 
informants which Is referred to other Government agencies, the letter 
of referral would state that the information cane from a confidential 
informant who had a prior criminal record. 

There is attached hereto for your approval a letter to 
all SAC*s outlining the Bureau's policy in this respect.

based' on a ccmoa interest with him; and, after meeting a 
prospective informant on & common footing and securing his 
confidence, approach .him on serving in th® capacity of a cm- • 
fidenttal inforssn|^

information might be considered accordingly. In the event that it 
is deemed advisable at any time to transmit to any other government 
agency information furnished by an informant who 'has a criminal 
record, it will be necessary that the government agency be advised 
that the information was obtained from a confidential informant 
who possesses a police record .and that such -information should be 
considered by the agency in the light of that fact. 

With the exception of the restriction that no individual 
who has been convicted of a felony might be considered as a con- 
fidential national defense informant, the .instructions contained 
in .'Bureau Bulletin No, 17, First Series 1941, dated May 15, 1941, 
are to be strictly adhered to.

Williams stated that some of the supervisors, i. e. those 
handling such lectures as the Registration Act and Voorhis 
Act, quote at considerable length from Statutes. AS a 
requests it is necessary that extended notes be taken. In 
view of the fact that the time of the lectures is rather 
short, he suggests that those supervisors who discuss 
Statutes in detail and quote either portions or all of the 
Statute, have available mimeographed outlines setting forth 
the provisions of the Statute invoorder in which they 
are discussed; that this will save the time of the Agents 
taking ntes and will enable the class to cover more ground 
than is presently possible.

Class and that the questions ’arose as to the mass production 
of informants in the field, stated that a mojority of 
those in the class seemed to feelthgt .producing a specified

The Bureau has observed that the offices receiving copies 
lof this letter appear to be the focal points of Italian activities 
in the United States. Despite the number of espionage Investigations 
of this character which have been initiated, very little information, 
for the most part, has been developed to indicate the modus operand! 
of Italian agents operating in the United States and their means of 
coBsnmni cation. These investigations have failed to produce evidence 
to corroborate or substantiate the allegations of espionage activities 
on the part of individuals who allegedly are members of the Italian 
secret police. This deplorable situation undoubtedly is the result 
of the lapk of confidential informants and the evident failure on 
the part of Special Agents in Charge to seek and develop the services 
of individuals who are familiar with, or in a position whereby they 
could obtain, information regarding ^actual espionage activities on 
the part of Italian agents* i 


It is generally conceded that one of the best means of 
obtaining such information is through the employment of confidential 
informants conversant with Italian activities. In this connection, 
the Bureau desires that each field office receiving copies of this 
-■ comuni cation transmit to the Bureau a list of those confidential 
-informants who have been developed by your respective office and who 

- have been or are furnishing your office with information which 

- definitely indicates that individuals within your respective field 
division are obtaining and/or transmitting information to Italy or
